Subsection 2-1 
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A general statement of definitions, policies, open space standards 
and a description of the schedules, which together with this text 
comprise the Draft Official Plan 1970 of the City of Hamulton. 


This volume of the Draft Official Plan includes the whole of the 

City of Hamilton, except the Beach Strip, the industrial designations 
north of Barton Street, and the Central Business District. The 

map schedules which are a component part of this plan are to be 
read in conjunction with this text. Based upon Schedules ''1-A"' to 
Wiest Or Section one, Schedules "2-K"", “2-L”" and "2=M"" of 

Section two indicate the general pattern of a proposed comprehensive 
Open Space System serving the anticipated future needs of the City 
of Hamilton. 
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Definition of ''OPEN SPACES'' and of ''PARKS''! 


The classitveation tor “Open Spaces”, croior "Parks", cl areas 
upon Schedule "7-K", "Z-L" and "2-M'" of this plan shall mean 
that the lands so designated are for the use by the public for 

open air recreatronal purposes; they shall be compact in form, 
and of sufiicient length and depth to permit the performance of 
active and passive recreational activities assigned according to 

a functional classification of neighbourhood, community, district, 
city-wide, provincial and national open spaces, as described in 
Subsection 2-4 of this plan (Standards). The land use zoning of the 
spaces so classified shall be such, as to assure that such lands 
shall be kept free from all buildings and structures except for a 
small percentage on which buildings and structures may be erected 
for purposes that are ancillary and accessory to the open air 
recreational purposes.

The classification of ''Links'' other than those along utility, railway 
and highway rights-of-way, and conservation easements upon 
Schedules "2-K", ''2-L!'' and ''2-M" of this plan shall only signify 
the principle of connecting open space nodes to achieve continuity 
in the open space system, and do not indicate exact location or 
spatial configuration. The lands in the link that will be finally 
selected shall be designated for use by the public for open air 
recreational purposes; they are linear inform, and of sufficient 
length to be useful for pedestrian circulation and wide enough for 
recreational and aesthetic needs. See Subsection 2-4 (Standards), 
of this plan. After the final alignment of the link is selected and 
the lands forming said link are designated, the land use zoning of 
the spaces so designated shall then be such as to assure that such 
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lands shall be kept free from all buildings and structures except 

for a small percentage on which buildings and structures may be 

erected for purposes that are ancillary and accessory to the open 
alr recreational activities. 


Definition of ''RAILROAD BUFFER AREAS'' 


The ''Railroad Buffer Areas'' classification of lands designated 
upon schedule “Z2Z-K" of this plan shall mean that the areas so 
designated are to be used for the purpose of insulating residential 
areas from railroad uses, and are for use by the public for open 
air recreational activities. The land use zoning of the areas so 
designated shall be such, as to prohibit the building of structures 
on such lands. 


Definition of VINSTITUTIONAL LAND" 


The land use classified as “Institutional Land", or as "Institutional 
Uses” upom scenedules "2-K", "2-1", and "2+-M" of this Draft 
Official Plan, shall mean that the areas so designated are to be used 
only for such institutions, which are compatible with open air 
recreational activities. 
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Where any lands designated as open space are in 
private ownership the land use zoning of those 
lands can be drawn up so as to indicate that this 
land will not necessarily remain indefinitely as 
Open space, it ‘shall not be construed ag implying 
that open space areas are free and open to the 
general public, or will be purchased by the muni- 
cipality. If proposals are made to develop any 
such lands that are in private ownership and the 
municipality does not wish to purchase such lands 
in order to maintain the open space, then an appli- 
cation for the redesignation of such lands for other 
purposes will be given due consideration by the 
municipality. 


Parks, open spaces, links and green links (and 
railroad buffer areas) shall be kept open and free 
from all buildings and structures, except for a 
small percentage on which buildings and structures, 
may be erected for purposes that are ancillary 

and accessory to the open air recreational purposes. 
Such buildings and structures shall be carefully 
designed and landscaped to ensure visual continuity, 
variety, and screening of less attractive features. 


Where land is required for open space, Council 
will require the necessary dedication of land in 
new developments. Where suitable land does not 
exist in new developments, Council will require 
a payment of cash in lieu of the land dedication. 
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To link recreation areas, institutional uses, neigh- 
bourhood, community, district, and city-wide 
complexes with pedestrian and cyclist paths. 


To redesign the traffic circulation system within 
older neighbourhoods by the use of street closings, 
in order to remove unnecessary conflicts between 
pedestrian and vehicular movements. 


Where very heavy school-oriented pedestrian 
traffic crosses major streets, a pedestrian grade 
separation shall be considered to ensure the safety 
of children. 


Where feasible, rear lanes shall be developed 
to form public walkways. This must be done in 
conjunction with rear lot clearance and the 
provision of well-designed off-street parking 
areas. 


To group housing within neighbourhoods, on lots 
with adequate open space. 


Apartment high density housing developments 
shall provide private open space that conforms 
to open space standards and satisfies the needs 
of the tenants of all ages. 


In urban redevelopment or rehabilitation schemes, 
provision shall be made for private or public 
parks through the use of present rear lane and 
parts of rear lot areas. 


To co-ordinate the layout of housing developments 
to achieve a continuous open space system within 
and between neighbourhoods. 


To provide where practicable a continuous open 
space system in older residential areas, through 
the redesign of street patterns in neighbourhoods 
and the redevelopment of blighted rear lanes. 


To encourage a variety of housing types and ani 
incorporation of green links within and between 
neighbourhoods. 
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To conserve along the escarpment a physically 
continuous open space systein consisting of focal 
points (wilderness areas, active and passive 
recreation areas) joined by walking, hiking, and 
cycling paths (i.e. Bruce Trail), 


This system shall be kept open and free from all 
buildings and structures, except for a small per- 
centage of the area on which buildings and structures 
might be erected for purposes ancillary and accessory 
to open air recreational uses. 


Where feasible council shall acquire undeveloped 
land on and adjacent to the escarpment brow and 
slope for recreational purposes. 


Council shall acquire land by purchase or accept land 
donated by civic-minded citizens where itis necessary 
to provide public access tothe escarpment. 


Pedestrian bridges or underpasses shall be provided 
where the Bruce Trail crosses Mountain Access 
Roads. 


Where deemed practicable, pedestrian bridges shall 
be provided where railroad tracks form a strong 
barrier to continuity of/and access to open spaces. 


It shall be the policy of Council to conserve ravines 
and stream valleys as green links between major 
recreational areas. 


Riverine land shall be conserved for recreational 


uses. 


It shall be the policy of Gouncil to prohibit the 
construction of any habitable building or structure 
below the high-water mark of a river, creek or 


stream. 


It shall be the policy of Council to regulate the 
placing or dumping of fill of any kind affecting flood 
control, pollution or the conservation of ravines. 


Where feasible woodlots and tree groves shall be 
acquired by Council and preserved for recreation 
and conservation purposes. 
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Where feasible, parks and playing fields shall be 
combined with neighbourhood, community, district, 
and regional centres. 


A policy shall be instituted of expanding present 
school and recreation centre sites through incorporation 


of land cleared in renewal schemes or closed street 
areas. 


The provision of open spaces shall be based ona 
classification of parks related to the type of 
recreation uses, intensity of use, and the means 
of access to these open spaces and to the distribu- 
tion Of open space. 


To provide play areas for elementary school and 
pre-school children at the neighbourhood scale. 
These facilities are to be located within easy 
walking distance of residents served. 


To develop closed streets and vacant lots as neigh- 
bourhood playlots. 


To require the provision of equipped playlots of 
adequate size and safe location, in conjunction with 
all multiple residential developments accommodating 
families with small children. 


To provide passive recreation areas, especially for 
senior citizens, within easy walking distance of 
residences served. This may take the form of small 


‘ sitting and meeting areas with shade trees on vacant 


lots, closed streets, or redeveloped rear lot areas. 


To locate neighbourhood park-school-playground sites 
at the point of optimum pedestrian and cyclist 
accessibility. 


To provide secondary school youth and young adults 
with active recreation areas, at the community 
scale, within minimum walking and cycling distance. 
Playfields for this purpose are to be located adjacent 
to a junior or senior high school site. 


To make provisions for the assemblage of significant 
tracts of open space in the long range urban renewal 


plans of the city. 


To provide automobile parking areas, accessory to 
open air recreational purposes at open space nodes 
according to the following standards:

The provision of suitable lands shall be secured 
within utility, highway and railroad rights-of-way 
where practicable, for open space uses. 


Suitable land within utility rights-of-way shall be 
used as Open espace links or be incoPmporated into 
open space nodes. 


Within highway rights-of-way, suitable lands designated 


as buffer zones shall be designed to accommodate 
recreational activities. 


Where railroads pass through residential areas, 
adequate provision shall be made for buffer zones. 


Suitable land located in railroad buffer areas shall 
be used for recreational purposes. 


Former landfill areas in suitable locations shall be 
dedicated for open space. 


The provision of open space shall be based on 
standards that relate the area of parks to the popu- 
lation within convenient distances. Open space shall 
conform to standards based on population size and

GENERAL 


The Official Plan shall be implemented by Council under powers 
conferred upon it by The Planning Act and The Municipal Act and 
any related legislation insofar as it relates to planning. The senior 
levels of government and authorities shall be encouraged to support 
the objectives. 


Secondary Plans and Zoning 


The existing Zoning By-law will be completely revised each 5 
years approximately in accordance with the intent and objectives 
of the Official Plan. When a Secondary Plan for a residential 
neighbourhood is approved and incorporated into the Official 
Plan, the Zoning By-law will also be reviewed. So the Official 
Plan is looking 20 - 40 years ahead, the Secondary Plans are 
looking 5 years ahead, the Zoning By-law deals with the present. 


Financing 


Council will direct the preparation of a Capital Works Program 
Covering a period cf from three to five years. This. program will 
conform to the general objectives of the Official Plan, taking into 
account the ability of the municipality to finance the implementa- 
tion of this open space program. In addition to the borrowing as 
reflected in the Capital Works Program, money will be available 
from the established 5% dedication fund containing money received 
from new development and appropriations from the Current 
Budgets. 


Committee of Adjustment 


The Committee of Adjustment will continue to exercise its powers 
under Section 32b of The Planning Act, will receive applications and 
hold public hearings, and may grant variances with respect to 32b (1) 
and 32b (2) provided that the general intent of the by-laws and the 
Offieral Plan are maintained: 


The Committee of Adjustment may also grant consents under 
Section 32b of The Planning Act with respect to the subdivisions and 
part lot control. 


Urban Renewal 


Where applicable, particularly in the older areas of Lower Hamilton, 
the provisions of this plan shall be implemented through established 
urban renewal procedures. 


O'PEN: SPAGE 


Once the plan has been adopted, a program should be set up of 
land purchases prior to needs. 


Said program can then be incorporated into the Capital Budget 
and co-ordinated with a schedule of annual receipts of moneys in 
lieu of open space dedication and of annual expenditures on land 
acquisition for open space purposes. 


Where private development does not contribute to the public open 
Space, any recerpts from moneys paid in lieu of open space are to 
be paid into a special fund. 


It is the intention to acquire through subdivision those lands required 
but not pre-purchased for open space purposes. 


Certain open space concepts, and complementary features, such as 
plazas in private development proposals, shall be implemented 
through special agreements with the developers. The requirements 
of such features, complementing the open space proposals, shall 
be specified in the Zoning By-law. 


The Conservation Authority shall continue to assemble lands in 
suitable locations, considering particularly scenic physical features 
as indicated in this plan. More emphasis shall be placed by fhis 
authority to action within city limits, especially in regard to the 
preservation of the continuity of the Escarpment and of creek beds. 
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Utility rights of way, particularly Hydro, shall continue to serve 


as suitable open spaces and should, therefore, be landscaped by 
the owners. 


Rights of way along watermains should be landscaped by the owners. 


Institutions with private or semi-private open space shall fulfill 
their function in the overall pattern as indicated upon this plan. 


Tiere are cases where the Bruce Trail shall have to be given right 

of access along the Escarpment. Golf courses shall also serve a public 
purpose, where this does not conflict with the privacy of their specific 
activity. Certain golf courses should, therefore, give right of way 

bo the Bruce, IT railalong the Hecarpment. 


LAIN Ds “DE sDelkC ATO N 


Under The Planning Act, the Minister may require 5% of the area 
of a subdivision to be dedicated for public purposes other than 
highways. In lieu of this, and upon approval of the Minister, 
Council may accept a cash payment equal to 5% of the value of 
the lands in the subdivision. 


The Planning Board shall recommend to the Council whether 

the land offered for this purpose is suitable in nature, location and 
area. Council may not accept land which by reason of its topo- 
graphy, shape or location is unsuitable for recreational purposes. 
Swampy land, steep slopes, or narrow strips adjacent to a railway 
or highway may be deemed unsuitable. 


Gounecil may also reject, upon advise of the Planning Board, very 
small parcels which cannot be properly developed or maintained 
for public recreation.

HPS WOR ¥ 


Just at the end of the Second World War, Hamilton was leading 
in planning. BRy-law No. 3962, passed on the 2&th of January 
1930 established a Town Planning Committee. On the 31st of 
July 1944, a private consultant was engaged to carry out the 
FIRSL PHASE of town planning viz., the location and collection 
or nececsary data. This first phase tack Six monihns, and on 
the 27th of February, 1945, the City Planning Committee asked 
for authorization of the funds necessary to proceed with the 
SECOND PHASE, the preparation of the Master Plan. Approxi- 
fiately, 2iimouths later, on the 2ist of November, 1945, the 
plan was presented for approval, and after approximately 54 
months (in 1951), the plan was approved by the Minister. 
Hamilton, therewith, became one of the first municipalities 

in Ontario having an Official Plan, 


However, every treasure chest which is continuously being 
depleted without adding anything will become empty eventually. 
A 'Comprehensive City Plan... must be kept up to date by 

the Board. Nocity is static and the Plan without continuous 
revision soon becomes unrealistic", as the authors of the First 
Hamilton Plan stated. In Hamilton this did not happen. In 1951, 
of course, the plan was approved by the Minister, but in the 21 
years between 1946 and 1967 nothing was contributed to improve 
the plan, and in 1967, E. Comay reported: 


ak 


"The Hamilton Official Plan was originally adopted in 1951. 
Like most other Official Plans in effect at the time it was a 
rudimentary document which consisted primarily of a land 
use map reflecting the existing zoning designations anda 
tabulation of land use acreages. Unlike many other Official 
Plans, it has not been substantially improved since its 
edopro0n, s+. here is. little doubt that the Hamilton Official 
Plan as presently constituted is a virtually useless document. 
It is of almost no conceivable value as a guide for either 
public or private actions with respect to the future develop- 
ment of the city." 


Now, one of the important purposes of the Draft Official Plan 
lo7O ve to attempt to overcome, in as short a time as possible, 
this lack of a publicity exposed plan; to invite participation, 
and to serve as a catalyst for local public opinion to form and 
Bxpress itself.

This first article, called OPEN SPACE, of the Draft Official 
Plan 1970, will be presented to the Planning Board at a public 
meeting early in 1969. If the Board accepts the article, 

The Board will hold two public meetings, one for lower Hamilton, 
and the other one for the Mountain to fully explain to the public 
the policies and recommendations contained therein, and to 
distribute copies of sections two and three of the article. Copies 
of the complete article shall then be available at a nominal 
charge. 


At these meetings the chairman of the Planning Board will request 
written submissions from the public regarding this Article One, 
''Open Space" of the Draft Official Plan 1970. 


After written submissions are received, a public meeting shall 
be held of a full quorum of the Planning Board, to consider these 
submissions and to give consideration to changes of the plan 
arrising out of these submissions. 


The second article, called RAPID TRANSIT of the Draft Official 
Plan 1970 shall follow next. Further articles are being prepared 
together constituting the Draft Official Plan 1970 of the City of 
Hamilton. It is intended to employ a similar procedure with each 
one of the articles, and it is hoped that the bulk of these articles 
will be ready sometime toward the end of Loa, 


The next step will then be to put the pieces of the mosaic 

together, and the yarious articles may have to be amended 
perhaps even drastically, under circumstances, to dovetail 
all the functions considered simultaneously with each other. 


Thus a new Plan Document shall be formed about 1971 which 
will be a combination of all the parts, and which shall then 
be treated as a proposed new Official Plan of the City of 
Hamilton.
